(ultra bright material cut into elongated portions and method). 
Species-IB: As represented by claims 1-7, 9 and 22-28, 

(ultra bright material cut into small pieces and method). 



Species-ll: As represented by claims 10-21 and 29-40, 
(an assembly and method). 



Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
(Species-I or Species-ll; if Species-I then Species-IA or Species-IB) for prosecution 
on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to 
be allowable. 

Currently, claim-1 appears to be generic.
